Maximinus was of baſe parentage, huge 
and ſtrong, cating forty pound weight of

he was promoted to honour by the Empe- 
ror Severus : This Maximus was {aluted 
by the Army without the Senate; hewas 
more cruell to the Citizens of Keme, then 
their enemies, he perſecuted the Chriſtian 
Teachers. Origen wrote a book de Martyre, 
2nd dedicated i: to the Paſtors of Ceſaris. 
This Emperor at a fiedge was flain, and 
his Son, by his own Souldiers, who he got

beaten totheir ſhame and hurt. 

Frederick the ſecond Duke of Auftriay 
upon Pctition promiſed to free the Ger- 
mAns AS the King of France had his 
ſ\ubjeRs from the Popes Tyranny; at : 
this time Scandexberg doing great things -- 
for the Turk, , beingdenicd the Turks 
Dominions ini Ipewgwhich he askt of the 
D 3 yquns 
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young Turk at his fathers death, he 
cura'd againſt the 'Turke, got ſeyeral 
Towns by letters, maintaind his own, 
and beat the I urks armies many years; 
he was a Princes ſon , firſt given in 
hoſtage ro the Turk. Mahmer the 
ſecond took Conftantivople, cruelly hand- 
ling the Chriſtians, caus'd an Image to 
be held up, faying in deritton, this is 
the God of the Chriſtians, and ſo here 
ended the Chriſtian Empire in the Eaſt, 
che Empcror of the Turksnow making 
Conſtantinople his (cat. 

Maximilian the firſt was taken priſo- 
ner 1n Flanders, but releiyed by his father; 
being yet in government with him, he 
writ in Latine of his feats; the ſecond 
Emperor of the Turks, cauſed all the 
Noblemen of Moder, which he took to 
be ſlain cruelly in his preſence. 

Charles the fifth King of Spain was 
choſe, he took the King of France, but 
made peace with him, which the Pope 
cauſed the King of France to revoke; 
the Emperor ſent the Duke of Burbor, 
who Gel Kome and belieged the Pope 
andCardinalls in a Mount,the Duke was 
ſlain, but the Emperor fearing excom- 
munication, 
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munication, ſent te haye the Pope gne 
out. Luther now writ for the retormed 
Religion, the Emperor ſummons him 
ro a Counſcll he had conven'd, he re- 
tus'd to recant, yet was let 80, but 
{oon after was appreliended;, and his 
baoks againſt Popery burnt ; the Pope 
preſled tor execution of former Edits, 
but the German Princes prefcntcd to the 
Emperor; that the Church of Rome pro. 
hibited that which the word of . God 
did not, and that by reaſon of the Popes 
pardoning finnes for a little money, 
much villany and murther was com- 
mitted and deſired a free Chriſtian 
Counſel. Divers Princes met ar Sprre:, 
declaring that Miniſters ſhould reach 
according to the interpretation of the 
Church, the Duke of S«xe» and divers 
other Princes withſtood this, who and 
thoſc that joyned with them, was called 
Proteſtants, unto whom cleaved divers 
Cities appealing to the Emperor * but 
he uſed their Ambafladors rufftic, 
fearing to difpleaſe the Yope, threat- 
ning to puniſh thoſe! that would 
not yeeld to the convenſion of Spire, rhe 
Proteſtants Coyenant, to defend them- 
D 4 felycs 
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ſelves it invaded for Religion , but the 
Empcror{( who had {worn ro detend the 
Romiſh Church ) call'd a convention 
of Eitares, learned men on both ſides 
was brought, but - he commands the 
Proteſtaurt Princes ro come to Malſlc , 
wich they delired may be determin'd 
hiſt, The Protcitaurs brought a Con- 
tclhon of Faith, which was an{wcr'd, 
but the Empcror would not admit of a 
reply, and made a decree , the Pro- 
reltants ſhould have time to returnc: to 
the Church of Reme, which their Prin- 
ccs and Cirics declared rhey could not 
keep with good conkcience, upon which 
a Decree was made to fconfirme the 
dotrin2 of the Church of Rome , and 
to procced in judgement: againſt Pro- 
reltants, who ſtood cloſe by one another; 
butatrcr ſomc time the Emperor offcr'd 
them Pcacc, tw aſhiſt him againſt the 
Turk. Swwmelins now preacht down 
pardons; and diſputesrhcre was, but the 
Romaniſts put off all ro a Councell ; 
many Citics threw off the Maſle, 
Alters, and Images ; the Emperor was 
this while 11 warre with Frarzce, ſome 
other CTitics. joyn'd againſt the Pro- 
reſtants, 
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” reſtants, and ready tog1ve battle, a'mo- 
! derating City parted them, but after- 
{ ward the Switſers and Pages of Helvgia 
gave the Proteſtants of EFerne an over- 
throw; The Emperor agrees with 
Frarce, but againſt rhe reformed Re1;- 
g0N, upon Which a Frezch general] fell 
on the Walderſes , killing many, drivin 
others into the woods; which Caneral 
died of a rotten ſtinking diſcaſe ; the 
Empcror and Pope come againſt the 
Proteſtant Princes in Germany , pre- 
tending againſt Rebells, bur with Spa- 
mards and Veretians , {ubducs the Duke 
of Saxony, telling him he muſt dic or 
turnc, the firſt he willingly choſe, bur 
the Marquefle of Brandexburg begging 
tor him, he only loſt his hands ; upon 
this ſeveral others'ycelded : The Empe- 
ror {ent ro the Council of Biſhops to 
remove to Trent, who refuſing, he con- 
{ulred with the Princes about ſome al- 
ecration of Religion; thar Prieſts ſhould 
marry, the Sacrament be uſed in both 
kinds, and {ſc me other things; ſome 
Proteſtants accepted of this with an 
exception, but Byuſer fled upon ir, and 
the Remaniſts abominated it. The Duke 
0 
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of Saxo»y taxing the King with breach 
of promiſc, joynes with the Marqueſle 
Of Braxdenburgh and King of France 
againſt the Empcror, at laſt Peace was 
made with ſome licerty for the Pro- 
teſtants. In England, the Maſle in Latinc 
was aboliſhit , common Prayer clta- 
blifht, and Biſhop Benrer impriſon'd;But 
Mary reſtored the Popes ſuprematie, and 
the Maſlc, and caus'd the Parliament 
to be abſolv'ed by Cardinal Poole ; 
ſhe put to death many Biſhops and @- 
thers reſolute for the Faith ; the Tarks 
took Rhedes, but this Emperor recover'd 
Tuns, and relcived twenty thouſand 
Captives. 

Ferdinand King of Bohewia was next 
elefted Empcror, theMaſle was omitted
